DRAFT RULES 

THE CENTRAL MOTOR VEHICLES (AMEND¬ 
MENT) RULES, 1992 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Motor 

Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. For rule 4 of the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 
1989 (hereinafter referred to as the principal rules), 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“4. Evidence as to the correctness of address and 
age.—Every applicant for the issue of a 
licence under this chapter shall produce as 
evidence of his address and age, any one 
or more of the following documents in 
original or relevant extracts thereof duly 
attested by a Gazetted Officer of the Central 
Government or of a State Government or 
an officer of a local body who is equivalent 
in rank of a Gazetted Officer of the Govern¬ 
ment or Village Administration Officer or 
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Municipal Corporation Councillor or 
Pancliayat Provident, namely,— 

1 Ration Card, 

2. Electoral Roll, 

3. Life Insurance Policy, 

4. Passport, 

5. Electricity or Telephone Bill, 

6. Pay slip issued by any office of the Central 
Government or a State Government or a 
local body, 

7. House tax receipt, 

8 . School Certificate, 

9. Birth Certificate, 

10. Certificate granted by a registered medical 

practitioner not below the rank of a Civil 
Surgeon as to the age of fibe applicant. 


Provided that where the applicant is not able to 
produce any of the above mentioned documents, the 
licensing authority may accept tiny affidavit sworn by 
the applicant before Executive Magistrate, First Class 
Judicial Magistrate or a Notary Public as evidence of 
age and address. 

3. In rule 9 of the principal rules, for sub-rule (1),

motor cabs covered under the ‘Rent a Cab Scheme, 
1989".

“122 (1) On and from the date of commencement 
of the Central Motor Vehicles (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1992 the manufacturer of 
every motor vehicle shall cause the chassis 
of every motor vehicle other than trailers 
and semi-trailers to bear the identification 
number including month and year of manu¬ 
facture embossed or etched or punched- on 
it, in the following manner; namely : — 

fa) in vehicles having longitudinal numbers or 
rear side of the longitudinal number in a 
space between the front and rear axles 
covering an area not exceeding 250 mil¬ 
limetres by 30 millimetres in a row; 

(b) in vehicles other than those having long¬ 

itudinal numbers, on off-side near winds¬ 
creen underneath the bonnet in the same 
manner referred to in clause (a); 

(c) in the case of motor cycles) on the steer¬ 
ing column in a space not exceeding 150 
millimetres hiy 20 millimetres; 

(d) in the case of three wheelers below the 
centre of handle bar or steering wheel on. 
permanent portion of a main structure or 
chassis frame; 

(e) in the case of tractors and other vehicles 
where chassis frame or permanent struc¬ 
ture is not involved, in the manner refer¬ 
red to in clause (a) underneath the dri¬ 
ver’s seat and clearly visible from the rear 
side of it without disturbing the driver's 
seat; 

(f) in the case of trailer or semi-trailer having 

single axle, on the rear side of the longi¬ 
tudinal above the centre of the axle in 
the manner referred to in clause (a); 

(g) in the case of trailer or semi-trailer having 
more than one axle, above the centre of 
the front axle in the manner referred to 
in clause (a). 

(2) The vehicle manufacturer shall intimate, by re¬ 
gistered post, to the Central Government, in the 
Ministry of Surface Transport, regarding the place 
where the numbers shall be embossed or etched or 
punched in respect of each model and the Central 
Government shall communicate these details to all the 
State Governments and Union Territory Administra¬ 
tions. No manufacturer shall change the place of em¬ 


bossing^ etching, or punching without prior intimation 
by Registered post to the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Surface Transport : 

Provided that in no case, the height of the chassis, 
number embossed, erched or punched shall be less 
than 5 millimetres for motor cycles and three-whee¬ 
lers of engine capacity not exceeding 500 cc and less 
than 7 millimetres in the case of all other motor vehi¬ 
cles.”
